Introduction 


This Quarterly Report is submitted to the City of Los Angeles pursuant to the Agreement 
with the San Pedro Property Owners Alliance (SPPOA) for management of the Historic 
Waterfront District. It provides a narrative and financial description for the 3rd Quarter 
of 2009, the period from July 1 to September 30, 2009, of Historic Waterfront District 
activities directed to the implementation of its adopted Management District Plan (MDP).

Quarterly Activities Reports 

1). Streetscape Maintenance Services - During the 3rd Quarter work to implement the 
SPPOA’s priority for improved streetscape maintenance services continued. 

Street sweeping is provided on a weekly basis throughout the entire BID area by Clean 
Streets, Inc. Sidewalk litter control and pressure washing is also provided by Clean 
Streets, Inc. such that all sidewalks within the BID “core area” are washed on a one-time 
per month basis; and, all sidewalks within the other, “non-core area” of the BID are 
washed on a one-time per quarter basis. 

Porter services or trash collection and sidewalk sweeping is provided on a weekly basis 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays by the Beacon House Association of San Pedro, a 
local based non-profit organization. 

Complimenting these porter services, Clean San Pedro, Inc, another local non-profit 
corporation, provides vehicle based pick-up of trash bags that have been set out by the 
manual labor force from Beacon House. Clean San Pedro also provides specialized 
graffiti removal, sticker removal, bulk item pick-up and other duties as requested. 
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As of the 2 nd Quarter, an agreement for landscape maintenance services is still evolving, 
and will provide for landscape maintenance to planter areas, raised planter boxes, tree 
wells, and other public right of way areas. 

2) . Security Services - The provision of security services in the BID area has continued 
to be effectively implemented by Andrews International. 

Full Monthly Reports are provided to the SPPOA Board by Andrews International’s San 
Pedro Security Director, Dave McCall, at their regular meetings. These reports detail the 
significant activities, issues, and statistics for the BID’S security team for the month. 
Copies of these reports are attached to this Quarterly Report for the months of July, 
August, and September. 

In June, in an effort to assure all BID property owners that uniformly high levels of patrol 
services are being provided to all, the SPPOA approved the use of a portion of its budget 
savings to purchase at least one and possibly two T-3 Personal Mobility Vehicles. This 
same battery powered vehicle is being increasingly deployed by LAPD, LASO, LA Port 
Police, many other local municipal police agencies, and many private sector security 
organizations. Related security equipment including a video recorder and mobile 
telephone system is further intended to improve BID security services while saving on 
personnel costs. 

3) . Proposed Re-Organization of BID Management Services - During the 3 rd Quarter the 
Board President and the Interim Executive Director continued to flesh-out a workable and 
legal agreement through which the San Pedro Historic Waterfront District could hire a 
new full-time on-site BID Manager and utilize contract services provided by the Chamber 
of Commerce to the optimum benefit of both organizations. The President, Interim 
Executive Director, and Chamber Executive Director met with the City Clerk’s Office 
BID management staff in this regard during the period. The SPPOA Board approved the 
hiring of a BID Manager and a new agreement with the Chamber of Commerce as a 
result of these efforts. 

4) . BID Newsletter - The SPPOA Board has contracted with the Chamber of Commerce 
to include its newsletter on a bi-monthly basis as a separate and distinct section of the San 
Pedro Business Journal. The Chamber direct mails the Journal to all BID property 
owners and distributes to its membership as well. Attached is a copy of the BID portions 
of the April / May 2008 Journal.

SUBJ: Proposal to Purchase T3 Personal Mobility Vehicles for BID Security 

Patrol 

BACKGROUND / ISSUE 


At a previous SPPOA Board of Director’s Meeting, T3 Motion, Inc., manufacturers of 
the T3 Personal Mobility Vehicle, provided a presentation and demonstration of their 
vehicle for possible use by the San Pedro Historic Waterfront District Security Patrol. 
When the BID Patrol was originally formed there was some discussion that it would be a 
good idea to provide some type of vehicle for their use. The Downtown Long Beach 
BID, for example uses Segway vehicles, which are similar to the T3s and the Hollywood 
Entertainment District and the Sunset & Vine BID have recently purchased T3s. Other 
BIDs use gasoline powered vehicles. 

This Board Report will formally raise this subject for Board consideration, and proposes 
that the Board approve the purchase of two (2) T3 Personal Mobility Vehicles at a cost 
not to exceed (NTE) $25,000.00. The Board should discuss this proposal and ask for any 
follow-up or clarification that it desires. 

DISCUSSION 


Attached to this Board Report are the following materials: 

• A T3 Motion product brochure; 

• Another brochure that describes the cost benefits of the T3 Personal Mobility 
Vehicle in terms of the savings of an electric vehicle over a more traditional 
gasoline vehicle and in terms of projecting a stronger “security command 
presence” that will reduce local business losses ( i.e. save San Pedro businesses 
money); 

• A listing of T3 “Product Advantages;” 

• A compilation of “Customer Testimonials” about the T3 Personal Mobility 
Vehicle; 

• And, several news articles about the T3.

Also attached to this Board Report are cost quotes for two (2) T3 Personal Mobility 
Vehicles ranging between $23,950.91 and $21,428.99, depending upon whether or not 
“back-up” power modules were purchased or not. 

Finally, attached to this Board Report are copies of the 2008 Year End Financial Report 
showing that a substantial savings was achieved in that year’s BID operations and the 
2009 Year End Financial Projection showing additional savings. 

The Executive Director’s rationale for recommending that the BID consider purchasing 
two (2) T3 Personal Mobility Vehicles is as follows: 

1. The BID Security Patrol needs to cover more territory in order to be 
providing security services consistent with the Management District Plan. 
The means that the Port of Los Angeles parcels need to receive more 
coverage than has been provided to this point in time. It is less expensive to 
purchase vehicles that expand the range of existing foot-beat personnel than 
to hire addition patrol officers. The vehicles will also enhance the BID 
Patrol’s coverage of non-Port properties beyond the downtown area. 

2. The presence of the BID Security Patrol will be strengthened by the addition 
of the T3 Personal Mobility Vehicle platform, which will increase the ability 
of the public to see patrol personnel and the ability of patrol personnel to see 
their territory. Some of the manufacturer’s materials addresses the effect of 
such enhancements of security patrol effectiveness and resultant business 
improvements. 

3. The addition of T3 Personal Mobility Vehicles to the San Pedro BID area, 
will, in my opinion act as a marketing / promotions announcement of the 
area’s new security improvements under the auspices of the Historic 
Waterfront District. 

At this point, it appears to me that the SPPOA Board has enough information to begin a 
dialogue among its members as to whether or not to move ahead with this proposal. 
Additional research or information can be developed at the Board’s pleasure. 

RECOMMENDATION 


It is therefore recommended that the SPPOA Board of Directors begin a formal 
discussion of purchasing two (2) T3 Personal Mobility Vehicles for use by the BID 
Security Patrol.

August 1- August 27, 2009 Security Update 


During the month of July: 

Three persons were arrested, 1 for drinking and urinating in public and 2 for shoplifting at a local 
clothing store. SPBID Officers called paramedics/ambulances for three subjects who needed to be 
transported to local hospitals. 

August: 

While at the Crime Control Meeting, SPBID Security Supervision requested statistical information from 
the LAPD Harbor Division, Crime Analysis Department. The dates; 01/01/08 to 08/10/08 were compared 
to 01/01/09 to 08/10/09 for analysis. It was noted that there was a 33.33% drop in part one crimes 
(burglary, robbery, theft, etc.) for the 7 month period of 2009 as compared to 2008. The reason is likely 
a combination of SPBID security, the local business community and LAPD Harbor Division working 
together, which created the safer environment. 

Hot Pedro Nights went off without a hitch in the SPBID area. There was no major crime, nor calls for any 
major incidents during the event in the SPBID. 

An attempted robbery and a completed robbery occurred on Friday, August 21, at 5:20AM. The attempt 
occurred shortly before the completed robbery, and it happened near North of the sculpture "Mojo", at 
7 th St. and Centre St. It was a 'strong-arm' robbery by three suspects, unknown if there were injuries, a 
loss of two necklaces and a wallet was reported to the LAPD, Harbor Division. Any information can be 
passed through the SPBID security office, or directly to Sgt. Ernie Jones #24795. 

"August Highlights" 

August 1; Officers assisted three people at 505 S. Centre with questions regarding parking in the 
downtown area. Officers received a radio call from 285 W. 6th St. regarding power being out in one of 
the apartments. Officers assisted the tenant by unlocking the electrical room and switching the breaker.
